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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7, 1 1-12 and 52-53, drawn to a cDNA, vector, host cell and methods of 

making a polypeptide, classified in class 435, subclass 69.1, for example. 
IL Claims 8-10, drawn to a polypeptide, classified in class 530, subclass 350, for 

example. 

III. Claims 13-15, drawn to a method of detecting a coding sequence, classified in 
class 436, subclass 504, for example. 

IV. Claims 16-18, drawn to a method of detecting a polypeptide, classified in class 
436, subclass 501, for example. 

V. Claims 19-27, drawn to a method of screening for agents which regulate an 
activity of lipoxin A4 receptor-like protein by detection of binding of the test 
compound to the polypeptide, classified in class 436, subclass 503, for example. 

VI. Claims 28-34, drawn to a method of screening for agents which regulate an 
activity of lipoxin A4 receptor-like protein by detection of activity of the 
polypeptide, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1, for example. 

VII. Claims 35-37, drawn to a method of screening for agents which regulate an 
activity of lipoxin A4 receptor-like protein by detection of binding of the test 
compound to a nucleic acid, classified in class 435, subclass 6, for example. 
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VIII. Claims 38-40 and 44-45, in so far as they are drawn to a method of reducing 
activity of lipoxin A4 receptor-like protein by contacting a cell with an antibody, 
classified in class 435, subclass 7.1, for example. 

IX. Claims 38, 41-45, in so far as they are drawn to a method of reducing activity of 
lipoxin A4 receptor-like protein by contacting a cell with a reagent that binds to an 
RNA, classified in class 435, subclass 6, for example. 

X. Claims 46-48 and 5 1, in so far as they are drawn to a composition comprising an 
antibody, classified in class 424, subclass 130.1, for example. 

XI. Claims 48-50, in so far as they are drawn to a composition comprising a nucleic 
acid, classified in class 536, subclass 24.5, for example. 

XII. Claims 54-57, drawn to a method of treating inflammation by administration of a 
reagent, classified in class undetermined, subclass undetermined, for example. 

XIII. Claims 58-62, drawn to a method of treating an allergic disorder by 
administration of a reagent, classified in class undetermined, subclass 
undetermined, for example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 

shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 

product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 

as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the nucleic acids of Group I and polypeptides of Group II are 
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distinct inventions because they are physically and functionally distinct chemical entities, and the 
protein product can be made by another and materially different process, such as by synthetic 
peptide synthesis or purification from the natural source. Further, the DNA may be used for the 
processes other than the production of the protein, such as nucleic acid hybridization assay. 

3. Inventions III to IX and XII to XIII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the 
instant case the different inventions are directed to different methods that recite structurally and 
functionally distinct elements, are not required one for the other, achieve different goals, and 
therefore constitute patentably distinct inventions. 

4. Inventions I and (III,VII, IX) are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for 
using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the 
product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the nucleic acids of Group I could be used in an entirely 
different manner such as for the production of polypeptides rather than in the methods of Groups 
(III, VII, IX). 

5. Inventions II and (IV- VII) are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using 
the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the 
product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the polypeptides of Group II could be used in an entirely 
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different manner such as for the production of antibodies rather than in the methods of Groups 
(IV-VII). 

6. Inventions II and X are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the polypeptides of Group II and antibodies of Group X are 
distinct inventions because they are physically and functionally distinct chemical entities, and 
because the protein can be used in another and entirely different process from the use for 
production of the antibody, such as in a pharmaceutical composition in its own right, or to assay 
or purify the natural ligand of the protein. 

7. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, recognized divergent subject 
matter and non-coextensive literature searches, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper.
